Hale, 
which occurred Wednesday afternoon 
June 8, I Vi I , Wi-e county and Deca­ 
tur loses one of its pioneer settlers. 
She wa- 
lady of forceful character, 
a devout christian, being one of the 
prime supports and zealous workers 
in the Decatur Methodist church since 
its infancy, and no one in this county 
held a firmer hold upon the love and 
affection of our people than this good 
lady 
She died 
ovcd and respected 
by all. 
Mrs. Hale was the relict of 
Capt. John W. Hale, 
one of our

Pierce Mill road is more attractive 
and more euphonious than Pierce Mill 
boulevard would be. Cbicago bas de­ 
cided to follow the advice of the Mu­ 
nicipal Aul league aud will urge the 
park commissioners to use Hie words 
“drive,” “road” and “w ay” in place of 
the high bred French-German term. 
The word, while of French use. is of 
German extraction, a corruption of

Potatoes For Erocd Sows. 
Potatoes are an excellent feed for all 
kinds of hogs, and 
when they are 
cheap they may be fed wit!) profit, 
says the Breeder'* Gazette. 
Tests of 
their feeding value for fattening hog- 
have shown on the average four or five 
pounds of potatoes equal one pound of 
corn. 
Brood sows do well on pot a toe:- 
either before or after farrowing. 
For 
them as for fattening hogs or pigs ii 
is best to boil the potatoes and feed 
some grain along with them. 
Aboil: 
twenty pounds of grain to a busbe. 
of potatoes makes a combination that 
appears to satisfy the appetite of the 
hogs and produces excellent results. 
The cooked potatoes are mashed and 
mixed with w hatever ground grain or 
shorts that are fed. 
One should avoid 
making the slop very thin or the hop* 
will be forced to take in more water 
than they naturally would drink. 
This 
would not affect them seriously, but it 
is not desirable. 
The potatoes lire 
especially beneficial foe brood sows be 
cause of I heir bulk and their mildly 
laxative effect. 


A Hole In the Sky. 
Professor E. E. Barnard, in discuss- 
lng the rem arkable dark lanes seen in 
his photographs of the nebula 
rounding the star Rho Ophiuebl 
the apparent veiling of tire more dis­ 
tant stars by this and a neighboring 
nebula, calls attention to “a small black 
hole in the sky” whiich has appeared 
on a num ber of bis photographs for 
the past fifteen years. 
On account cf 
its smallness aud sharpness and its 
Isolation It is. he says, the most re­ 
m arkable phenomenon of the kind with 
wbi^h be is acquainted. 
It is in the 
constellation Sagittarius, in right as­ 
cension 18 hours 25 minutes 81 sec­ 
onds, declination south 20 degrees 9 
minutes. 
It lies, says Professor Bar­ 
nard, “in an ordinary part of the 
Milky way aud is not due to the pres­ 
ence or absence of stars, but seems 
really to be a marking on the sky it­ 
self.”

Feeding Grain to Calves. 
There is no advantage in grinding 
corn for calves except when they are 
very young or the teeth tender from 
pasturing. Even at two or three weeks 
of age calves will begin eating shelled 
corn and sometimes gain faster on it 
than on ground corn. 
Oats seem more 
satisfactory if ground unless the calves 
seem to m asticate them perfectly, as 
they often do when young. 
At present 
prices there is little profit from feeding 
any grain except corn to skimmilk 
calves on pasture unless they are to bo 
pushed to the limit of growth. 
It is 
better to feed grain after the milk is 
taken, as it is m asticated better than 
if stirred in milk.—Breeder’s Gazette.

It is a good idea to weigh the milk 
from each cow as milked to know 
w hat they are doing.

Congress will reapportion the mem­ 
bership of the house of representatives 
according lo the new census, and the 
'legislatures of tile several states will 
apply the result of that reapportion­ 
ment by redistricting their states. 
Un­ 
der the American system of politics 
the minority party has no rights which 
-the majority 
is 
bound to 
respect 
About a century ago—in fact, on the 
heels of the reapportionment under 
the census of 1810— the Republican 
legislature of Massachusetts, 
under 
the domination of Governor Elbridge 
Gerry, redistributed lite districts so 
that the Federalists could not elect 
members of congress. 
In order to ob­ 
tain a Republican majority one dis­ 
trict was made the peculiar outline of 
■which presented a somewhat dragon- 
like contour. 


O r ig in o f G e r r y m a n d e r . 
A map having this district strongly 
outlined hung over the desk of Ben­ 
jamin Russell, uu ardent Federalist 
partisan editor. 
Gilbert Stuart, tile 
celebrated painter, whose portrait of 
•Washington has become the accepted 
likeness of the Father of His Country, 
came infcp Russell’s office cue day, took 
•his pencil and added wings and claws 
to the dragon on tile map. 
lie then 
said, “How will that do for a sala­ 
mander?” 
“Better say gerrymander,” 
growled Russell. 
And thus was coin­ 
ed the word “gerrymander” to desig­ 
nate a practice which from the begin­ 
ning of our political history usually 
has controlled the political party des­ 
tinies of the country. 


H ouse to Be Larger. 
It is improbable that the influential 
eastern states will consent to a rela­ 
tive loss in representation in order that 
the size of the house of representa­ 
tives may not be increased because of 
growth in population. 
The probabili­ 
ties are that from thirty to seventy 
new members will be added to the 
bouse, 
lf the present apportionment 
ratio of 194,782 should be maintained 
there will be sixty-six additional mem­ 
bers id the house and thirty-four leg­ 
islatures will be called upon to redis­ 
trict their states to provide for the 
election of the additional members. 
If the Democrats should succeed In 
gaining control of the house of repre­ 
sentatives in the coming election the 
reapportionment undoubtedly will be 
made by the present congress during 
Its last session, which will begin next 
•December, after Its successor has been 
chosen. 
If the Republicans win in 
•November the work of reapportion­ 
ment may be postponed to the Sixty- 
second congress od account of the 
chaotic conditions now prevailing iii 
the house. 


T h e T reasu ry Employees. 
The treasury department has arrang­ 
ed to give thirty days’ leave of absence 
to all employees who will be affected 
by the econoages and improvements 
in business methods which will take 
effect July I. In all nearly 200 employ­ 
ees were affected. During the last six 
months as vacancies have occurred in 
the treasury or in other departments 
transfers of competent persons have 
been effected so far as possible. There 
remain about thirty-five employees for 
whom no provision bas been made, 
and the leave of absence is given them 
In order that they may have every pos­ 
sible opportunity to find work them­ 
selves. 
After July I efficient employ­ 
ees who remain unprovided for will be 
v given preference in the matter of re­ 
instatement as vacancies occur. 
Million For Cathedral. 
A fund which, it is believed, will 
amount to about $1,000,000 for the 
maintenance of the Protestant Episco­ 
pal cathedral now being built in tho 
'District of Columbia is established by 
the will of the late John A. Kasson of 
this city. 
It is to be known as the 
{Kasson cathedral endowment 
fund. 
The principal of the fund is not to be 
touched, and any unexpended balance 
of the income is to be added to the 
principal and reinvested. 
The trust 
company which is named as executor 
Is directed to give the bishop of Wash­ 
ington at all times full information as 
to the condition of the estate and its 
Investment. 


A Popular Capital. 
Residents of the national capital be­ 
lieve that Washington is potentially 
the convention capital of the western 
hemisphere, and if the plans of the en­ 
terprising men of Washington do not 
go awry Washington will be the pre­ 
mier convention city in fact. The cap­ 
ital has already come to high rank as 
a convention city, not by reason of any 
system of campaign for attracting eon- 
Tendons here, but simply because of 
its natural merit aud its magnetism ! 
for the countless organized bodies in 
the United States. 
Its natural advan 
t ages. augmented by additional meet­ 
ing aud entertainment facilities and 
supplemented by aggressive human en­ 
deavor, tend to make Washington the 
convention capita!. 


A u d i t o r i u m Lacking.

city is the lack of a monster audito­ 
rium. 
This defect may soon be reme­

A Bird That Sew s. 
The tailor birds are East Indian 
warblers that wear plain clothes, but 
live in a fancy tailored duelling, foi 
in building a nest these clever birds 
| cit her sew a dead leaf to a living one 
or join two neighboring leaves logeth 
cr so as to form a kind of hanging 
pouch, which remains attached, to the 
branch by the leaf stalk of one or both 
leave*. 
The threads which they use 
consist generally of twisted fibers or 
of actual cotton threads, the bill serv 
iug for a needle in puncturing holes 
in the leaves and in drawing the 
threads through. 
Occasionally if a 
large enough leaf is found the nest 
may be formed by drawing together 
the free edges of the leaf. 
The lower 
part of the pouch contains the nest, 
which is a cup of soft materials and 
is entered from above. 
The actual 
structure of this ingenious cradle bas 
never been scientifically observed, but 
neither the bird nor its nest is uncom­ 
mon.
